Curzon the Premiership and that he will accept. oo : 

I: is pointed out that Mr. Botar Law's resignation embraces 
his colleagues, and a new,Government will have to be. formed 
Therefore, a hasty reshuffling is imminent, . 

Mr. Bonar Law’s successor has not yet been summoned. The 
cheice seems to lie between Mr. Baldwin and’ Lord Curzon, each of 
whom receives 8 considerable measure of support from the press, 

A situation of unusual political interest has arisen. Cabinet 
reconstruction has become’a matter of first importance, and there is 
considerable speculation regarding the position of ex-Ministars of 
the Conservative wing of the Coalition. It is understood that Mr. 
Chantberlain, Sir Robt. Horne, Sir L. Worthington Evans and Lord 
Birkenhead have been released from their pledge of allegiance to 
Mr. Lloyd George. Their individual claims for inclusion in the 
reformed Conservative Ministry give rise to a piquant situation, 
probably occasioning awkward problems for the party, The papers 
emphasise the lack of unity in the past and declare better cohesion 
within the party is needed in the future. It is pointed out that while 
the announcement of the resignation is in the nature of a bombshel!, 
the Whitsuntide recess fortunately affords. a respite. The most 
urgent matter at present is that the King’s Government be carried 
on with the smallest interruption and dislocstion. : , 

Mr. Bonar Law's resignation was startlingly sudden. The deci- 
sion was entirely the outcome of the report of his medical advisers, 


{ and his colleagues were apparently not consulted theraanent. The 


resignation was actually conveyed te His Majesty at Aldershot by 
Colonel Ronald Waterhouse, principal Private ‘Secretary, Mr. Bonar 
Law himself was too unwell to attend in person: His throat trouble 
is not malignant, and there is every reason to hope thst his health 
will eventually be restored, but while he has no intention of resign- 

ing his seat in the House of Commois, his political career is definitely

‘SPIRIT PICTURE. 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 

Thrills a Big Audience. 

New York, April 7: A weird 
photograph, described by . Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle as that of 
spirit war dead—myriads of grim 
faces, hovering abave the Ceno- 
taph of the unknown Soldier in 
Loncon during the-two minutes 
of silence for player—drew gasps 
of astonishment ‘from a large 
audience in Carnegie Hall last 
aight, when he gave his first 
lecture on spiritism. Some 
women sobbed, and even scoffers 
were thrilled. 

* Do you see the dead creeping 
through?” Sir Arthur asked. 
pointing to the spectral faces on

difficulty of rearing and farming 
enough spiders and attending tc 
ther, . . 
You osn't keep spiders in bie 
pens, like rabbits and poultry ag 
the larvae of Bombyx mori (the 
“eilkworm"). Thay fight and eat | 
each other inlers given privacy 
and planty ef elbow room; and to 
keep feeding and tending tens of 
thousands: of spiders, cach io its 
own “flat.” mesus a high ware 
bill forlabour, 

Moreover, instead: of yielding’ 
thousands of fees of silk, in a 
cocoon, without any trouble, ke . 
[the silkworm, the spider's silk 
production’ needs « person's 
| manipulation in each case. . 

Spider silk is very. much finer 
‘than ordinary sitk. Itcan be as 
thin as one: thirty-thousandth 
partofaninch. - 

About 90 years ago the Society . 
of Arts presented its gold medal . 
to a Mr. Rolt for his spider ailk 
winding experiments. He fixed, 
up, a winding spool: to a little 
steam engine, and revolved it at: 
the rate of 150tt, 2 minute... In 
two hours he woand off no less 
than 18,000f fram 24 spiders, 
which is tosay that each ‘spider 
yielded 750ft. of silk in five 
minutes. . 


WINDING THé THREAD- 
Though the making of stockings 
from apider silk has been suspend- . 
ed, the silk has never ceased to be - 

2 necessity to the makers ot 
theodolites and other surveying 
instraments for taking observa- 
tions. In these instrumedts two 
lines of spider silk cross the centre 
of the glass, at right angles.

: foreigners will not sympathise. 


Russians are oow asking the 
public’ to support them in an en- 
terprise for raising funds to allow 
certain of their number to receive 
education in. the: Hongkong Uni- 
versity.
